Boyce Stresses
Positive Action

Dr. Merle Boyce, Republi-
can candidate for Congress
in the 17th District, yester-
day outlined a “positive ap-
proach to governmental
problems,” at a meeting of
the Wilmington Kiwanis
Club. One of the points
stressed by the Republican
contender was the contro-
versial pending legislation of
a 20 percent withholding tax
on dividends and savings ac-
counts. “We should insist,”
he said, “that government
keep its hands off the sav-
ings of our elderly citizens,
and ‘the small accounts set
aside for our children. The
way to aid our economy is
not to harrass our small sav-
ers, but to encourage them,”
Boyce said.

Boyce further stated that
he felt that every citizen, re.
gardless of party, would be
interested in a sound farm
program; one that would
gradually reduce subsidies,
which have been draining
away not only our tax
money but also our re«
SOUrces,

“Such utter disregard and
